YfOHLD YOUTH COETOREtaQES 

By Ruby Hope 4T6 

This past summer I v/as privileged to attend throe world youth conferences in Europe# 
As this \r .\ s a very wonderful experience, I thought my old school friends and others 
might bo interested in knowing a little about thorn. 

• > 

The first conference was an informal youth leaders 1 conference held at the University 
of London, England, under the sponsorship of the national Council of Social Service of 
Great Britain, to plan a more inclusive conference for next summer. While the plans 
arc not definitely settled, it will probably be held in Denmark and tho delegates will 
consist of 50;S youth themselves and 50jJ youth leaders from countries that have a 
rational Co-ordinating Body for youth serving agencies* 



Tho real purpose of my European travel this summer was to attend the second’ World 
Conference of Christian Youth, which was held in Oslo, Norway, from Ju^y „22~31. At 
this conference there* were 1300 young people from 70 countries. The Canadian 
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dclcgation included 40 young people botwoon the ages of 18 and 30 representing the 
Y.W.C.A# the Y.M.C.A. , the S.C.M. and the major protestant church denominations. There 
v; *re 20 men and 20' girls. 1 was one of the 5 Y.V/.C.A. delegates. The purpose of the 
conference was to discuss our common world youth problems on the basis of our theme, 
w Jesus Christ is Lord". We had the opportunity of listening to such outstanding 
speakers as Martin Niomocllcr from Germany, D.T.BLles from Ceylon, Madeleine Barat 
from France, and others who spoke on such subjects as, "God of the Bible in History," 
"Confronting Moral Chaos" and "The World Church". Each day wo also had the opportunity 
of discussing with our follow delegates in small groups of about 25, pro-chosen sub- 
jects such as, "Individual Freedom and Social Justico" , "World Order", "The Church Faces 
the World ",'llust Society be built upon the Family" and others. These discussions were 
most enlightening and most helpful. Eafch day we also had common worship services tab :i 
by different delegations and conducted in the manner which was common to them. 

One of the most profitable parts of this conference was the opportunity it gave of 
meeting other young people and discovering how very much alike wo really are. I was 
especially impressed with tho Scandinavian people and their wonderful capacity for 
on joying life to its fullost. I did not have time to visit organizations teaching 
physical education but I was ablo to talk v/ith members of some of these. 

At Oslo tho delegates from this side of the ocean became very aware of the illness of 
tho work and really discovered how fortunate we arc. The physical needs of most 
European countries ore almost more than wo can imagine and it is hard to believe until 
one really sees them. One thing we arc emphasizing is the sending of as much material 
aid as possible, especially to the German countries. Among other things wo found our- 
selves very inadequate in discussing political and economic problems and we realized 
that as a group a more intelligent approach to these is absolutely essential if any of 
our world problems are to be solved. 



After Oslo many of us went to Post Oslo Conferences and I attended one for Y.W.C.A. 
delegates in Sweden. Sweden is' a delightful country, barely touched by the effects of 
war, and very much like our own. These people as 'well as the Norwegians made us very 
welcome. 



I returnod to Canada late in August in time to attend a National Y.Y/.C.A. Conference 
at Camp Oolahwan in the Laurentians, Tho 'whole summer was a marvelous experience, 
like a dream come true, but I must say that it was good to get home, and Canada, with- 
out a doubt, is the most -wonderful country in the -world!

French 
is the common language, I must 3 ay that gym, and basketball given in my Eronch, is a 
most unusual spectacle! Hayrever, it«s fun a>id quite fascinating, and I have amplo 
tine off plus long holidays in v/hich to see a good bit of Europe,"
